Russ and gang, 


One thing I did in all the modules was to check resistance values. It is not 
uncommon for a resistor to look ok and be way out of tolerance. Problems with the 
17 MHz oscillator will cause dead bands below 8MHz. Let us know if that resistor 
resolved the problem but also check the associated crystal and connection to the 
octal socket. Taking the RF section out is a little headache. I did this several 
times years ago but doing it again now felt like the first time. Also check the 
6AK5 just in case. I found that the one in the crystal oscillator section was 
really bad. The only radio for which I have extender cables in the R1051B and have 
used them only once. Rigs that are junk/parts sets are sometimes challenging but a 
pleasure to restore. I did this about 8 years ago with a TMC GPR-90 and ended up 
with an operational unit that looks very nice. And now some good news. 


Yesterday after returning all modules to their places and reconnecting-rechecking 
everything, I connected the antenna, a speaker with matching transformer, applied 


power and ..... After 30+ years the R390A was alive again in all bands with good 
volume and excellent sensitivity. Both meters are working. Calibration is off by 
about 4kHz and I noticed some signal overload on slow AGC but otherwise all 
functions are working. I have to take the IF unit out again because when checking 
my notes and photos I realized that C549 was not replaced! The multisection caps 
worked well and although the receiver operated for only 30 minutes ( it was late 
and my vacation was over yesterday ) the 30uF felt cool and the 45uF a tad warm so 
I will keep and eye on it. There was no hum detectable in speaker. The next thing 
is to go through a complete realignment and I have many old notes on that by gurus 
like Chuck Ripple and others. For the time being I am enjoying the set. I don't 
consider this a restoration but more appropiately a revival. Restorations go much 
deeper than this. 


Now I need to get an extra 3TF7 or the solid state substitute that seems to work 
well. Somewhere I have notes on a tube, maybe 6BH6 that could be placed there 
after connecting some pins.

For such a low power transmitter I think a seriesed pair of 1000 volt dipped 
mica caps would do the trick. Do the calculations to see what a peak 
voltage across the tank may be. Stay away from ceramic caps as no high 
voltage NPO's in small form exist anymore . RF parts has very little to 
select from in the way of capacitors which suggests Mouser would be better. 
Mouser has a surface mount 100pF 1KV part, cat. no. 598-MC22FF101J-F. Make 
your own lead form to fit better. Or to increase current carrying capacity 
sandwich together several caps to come up with your value of capacitance and 
voltage. Lots to choose from.

Well, the EAC has been behaving these last two days. I kept it in constant 
operation yesterday for 4 hours after replacing C549. Today, and after an 
hour warmup, I did the IF sensitivity adjustment at 15.2 MHz using the line 
meter and was able to peak the antenna trimmer for maximum noise without an 
antenna connected. Then the IF gain was adjusted accordingly with a big 
improvement in the noise floor. Even though the switches were cleaned, when 
changing into the upper bands above 15MHz scratchy noises appear so I have 
to exercise these bands. Apparently the receiver was used mainly in the 
lower bands. It seems that it will require minimal tweaking. Apparently no 
one tried to play with the alignment before, or at least no one unqualified. 


Some issues remaining are: 


- The slow AGC position shows overloading so probably C551 must be replaced 
which means that I have to get a 2uF cap. 

- the signal level meter sometimes sticks after 60dB 

- replacement of C609. I forgot that this was recommended. 

- getting a cover for the RF deck 

- finding a place in my extremely crowded shack to place it permanently. I 
really need to downsize but will start with the sand state gear first. 


Right now I will continue to enjoy it for the night.

Thanks very much for those photos- real drool material for those of us in 
less populated parts of the world. You don't know how lucky you are 
boatanchor-wise but I suppose if it was like that down here in Australia I 
would have a serious problem on my hands. 


Eddystone gear is reasonably common here - that radio is a 770U (U for UHF 
but really U for Useless). It's nicely made but not really useful on the ham 
bands - a double conversion superhet covering 150 to 500 Mc with IFs of 
5.2Mc and 50 Khz. It has AM and FM capability and very nice tuning turret 
mechanism. I've had both the 770U and the 770R (single conversion 19-165 Mc, 
IF 5.2 Mc). I used to use the R to listen to commercial FM but it was very 
drifty and image rejection was, as you would expect, terrible. I got rid of 
them a few years back and how use a reconditioned Hallicrafters S27 for FM - 
it's a great performer and you can't beat those p-p 6V6.s!

When I worked for Millen, the 90651 and 90661 tube GDO's were current 
production. Calibration check on production was a running task, and I 
probably did a few hundred. 


New production units got a visual inspection, got plugged in, and we had 
coils in bins in inventory. 90-95% of the time, it was run a set of 
coils out of the bins, do a whistle-stop check across the dial on each 
coil, put the checked coils in the rack and, as the Brits say, "Bob's 
your uncle." It was rare that we had to select coils or bend the 
capacitor plates. The units were generally spot-on. 


The 90651 and 90661 were identical, except that the 90661's got 


In 


calibrated in test with pencil marks, and a draftsman used those to ink 
in the calibration. That really was "gilding the lily," as the 90651's 
with the preprinted dials went out the door almost as accurate as the 
custom-calibrated units. 


All things considered, I'd expect the 90652's to be about the same. 
We knew how to set up and do a run of coils that were all close to the 
desired value.

I am not sure what the difference is between a 6C4 and a 6C4A. W 
tubes are made to meet a military spec either for sale directly or toa 
contractor who made military equipment. Sometimes you can find the type 
registration which will explain what differences or extra tests were 
made. often it is to meet stricter ruggedness specs for use in aircraft 
or other applications where there is a lot of vibration. 

6C4s are very common as local oscillators and BFOs but they have a 
reputation for being microphonic. I suspect the WA may be modified to 
make it more mechanically stable. Back when tubes were still being made 
it was not difficult to select a standard tube that was a little better 
than average but now its getting to find one that even works. By memory 
there is at least one equivalent to the 6C4 that is a low microphonic 
tube but I don't remember the type.

The problem with the slow AGC function in the "new" R390A has been resolved by 
the replacement of C551. This is the 2uF capacitor mounted on top of the IF deck. 
A resistance measurement of C551 showed that it was acting like a 2 meg resistor. 
The new cap was mounted under the chassis leaving the original there for looks. 
Maybe in a couple of years, when I finally retire and unless the Boss up there 
decides to give me an "early retirement" of the other kind, I will do the right 
thing and get the new cap inside the old cap can. In the meantime I will do an RF 
alignment, check PTO endpoints and then just enjoy the rig. Well... Just one more 
question. The signal level meter is sticking if it goes past 60dB. Any solution 
that does not involve opening up the meter or just exercise it for a while. This 
R390A took a 35 year vacation.
